Priority

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because extraneous leader lines of Figures 10, 12 
and 14. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Specification

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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The following title is suggested: Quick Connect Coupling. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
patent 4077433, Maldavs. 

In regards to claim 1 , Maldavs discloses a quick coupling with a connecting, 
respectively a releasing, capability in the presence of a pressurized hydraulic fluid, 
characterized in that the quick coupling comprises a tubular body (30) slidably 
supported in a tubular element (20), and having a circumferential and continuous 
sealing surface (43) cooperating with an annular gasket (42) and that near the sealing 
surface of the slidable body at least a hydraulic fluid outlet channel (38) is provided, and 
that the channel is coupled to a bleeding fitting (35). 

In regards to claim 3, Maldavs discloses the tubular body comprising outlet 
channels parallel to the longitudinal axis of the tubular body, and that the outlet 
channels extend circumferentially of the tubular body. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Maldavs. 

In regards to claims 2 and 4, Maldavs discloses the claimed invention except for 
the tubular body comprising a plurality of outlet channels having a spiral arrangement, 
and the outlet channels comprising ball cap (shaped) cavities. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
fabricate the tubular body with a plurality of outlet channels having a spiral arrangement, 
or the outlet channels having ball cap (shaped) cavities, since a change in the shape of 
a prior art device is a design consideration within the skill of the art. In re Dailev , 357 
F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure it illustrates the inventive concept of the invention.
